ACK in 1945-6 an @ntire 

group of some 17 Nazi 
army and SS. men were smug- 
gied out of Germany, in spite 
of the Allied occupation, igto 
Egypt. False passports and 
like subterfuges were involv- 
ed. Included were two top men 
from “Milamt Six” ‘the sec- 
ret intelligence section of the 
S. which had been organi- 


ed by Walter Scheileberg un- 


der the direction of the no- 
torious Ernst Kaltenbrurner). 
Others were former high- 
ranki experts from the Ab- 
wehr 
Intelligence) department for- 
merly under LA. Gen. Erwin 
Lahougen. (This was the Ab- 
wehr section concerned with 
“foreign countries, penetra- 
tion and sabotage.”) Still 
others came from the 8.D. ‘a 
Gestapo intelligence group 
Corps), and at least two of 
these early migrants to Egypt 
had served with the notorious 
Einsatzkommandos (“Special 
Service Detachments”) -——the 
S. extermination units oper- 
ating in Fastern Europe.
